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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Combas (U.S. Patent 5,969,587). 

As to claim 1 , Combas discloses an electric apparatus (fuse holder) having distinct 
electric terminals, comprising: 



an input power terminal of electrically insulating material (casing 1 1 ), including: a 
base (22) of electric insulating material having first and second electric terminal base 
portions (the portion including one of elementsi 8. 19), said second portion spaced 
from said first electric terminal base portion; and 



a barrier wall (20 having peripheral face 16) of insulating material on said base (22) 
between said first and second electric terminal base portions (18, 19). 
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As to claims 2-3, Combas discloses said base (22) having a groove (21) between 
said first and second electric terminal base portions opposite said barrier wall, and in 
parallel to said barrier wall (20), see figures 1-3. 

As to claim 4, Combas discloses said base (22) and said barrier wall (20) are of 
one piece of electric insulating material. 

As to claim 5, Combas discloses said barrier wall (20) that rises from a portion of 
said base in between said first and second electric terminal base portions. 

As to claim 6, Combas discloses said first and second electric terminal base 
portions have spaced bores about axes extending in parallel to said barrier wall. 

As to claim 7, Combas discloses the apparatus including: first and second 
electric terminals (27A) respectively on said first and second electric terminal base 
portions (18, 19) positioned at first and second sides of said barrier wall. 

As to claims 8-9, Combas discloses the apparatus as shown in figure 3 including: 
a first bore or a first pair of bores (the opening position on top of the fastener 37) in said 
first electric terminal base portion at first side of said barrier wall (20 including peripheral 
face); a first electric terminal (27A) at said first side of said barrier wall having a first 
fastener (37) in said first bore; a second bore or a second pair of bores (the opening on 
top of the element 37) in said second electric terminal base portion at an opposite 
second side of said bamer wall; and a second electric terminal at said opposite second 
side of said barrier wall having a second fastener (37) in said second bore. 

As to claim 10, Combas discloses said barrier wall (20) is a standoff structure. 
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As to claim 1 1 , Combas discloses the apparatus including: a fastener (135, see 
figures 11-13) accommodation on a top of said barrier wall (122). 

As to claim 12, Combas discloses the apparatus as shown in figures 11-13 
Including: a removable terminal cover (1 35) on a top of said banner wall. 

As to claim 13, Combas discloses the apparatus including: a removable terminal 
cover (1 35) having a fastener (138R) on a top of said barrier wall; and a keyhole slot for 
said fastener in said removable terminal cover. 

As to claim 14, Combas discloses the apparatus including: a one-piece 
removable terminal cover (1 35) on a top of said barrier wall. 

3. Claim 51 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Moms et al. 
(U.S. Patent 5,426,406). 

As to claim 51 , Morris et al. discloses an electric apparatus (a circuit breaker 10) 
having distinct electric terminals, comprising: a standoff (the protrusion portion (on top) 
of the circuit breaker 12) at said electric terminals (27, 28); a removable terminal cover 
(13) on a top of said standoff, a terminal cover fastener (screws 24) on top of said 
standoff, and a keyhole slot (holes 25) for said fastener in said removable terminal 
cover. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/07/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues: 
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Combas does not disclose "the casing made by an electrical insulating material." 
Examiner disagrees because as well known in the art, the circuit breaker housing 
made by an insulating material in order to prevent electrical shock, and safety for 
the user. 

Combas does not disclose "terminal". Examiner disagrees. Elements 27A are 
defined as the terminal in column 3. 

Morris fails to teach "a standoff or a keyhole" as claimed in claim 51 . Examiner 
disagrees. As In figure 2 of Morris, the standoff is shown as a higher part of the 
element 12, and a keyhole, which is a hole for the fastener 24 inserted Into.
